It was moved by Ms. Viele with a second by Ms. Baumiller to excuse any absent officials. 
There were no questions or comments on the motion. Motion passed. Vote unanimous.  
 
It was moved by Ms. Viele with a second by Ms. Baumiller to accept the minutes from 
the June 18, 2018 regular session as presented to council. There were no questions or 
comments on the motion. Motion passed. Vote unanimous.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICIALS  
 
SAFETY DIRECTOR- Lou Carsone – Thank you Mr. President, as I said in caucus, the 
only item I have to report is the police department last week replaced one of the four 
heat pumps that supports the building. The estimated cost was just over $8,000 it came 
in about $800 under that.  That is done. That is completed. We are back up and 
operating normally. That is all I have sir, thank you.

AUDITOR- Mr. Villano- Thank you Mr. President, I would just like council to know that I 
reviewed a preliminary draft of our 2017 audit and hopefully that will be released in a 
month or so by the State Auditor’s Office. Thank you 
 
It was moved by Ms. Viele with a second by Ms. Baumiller to accept the reports of 
standing committees, special committees and city officials.  
 
Mr. Williams- I have a question. Bonnie, in reading the minutes for the Park & Rec., I 
see where they are having some problems again at Matinatt at the basketball courts 
with the swearing going on again. 
 
Ms. Viele- I don’t know the exact details. They did make putting up signs saying the 
park closes at 9:00 pm. So they have some leverage against some people if they are 
there late. That is the problem. I think it is late hours with people being there after dark. 
 
Mr. Williams- In the report it just said that they got phone calls about a missing lawn 
mower and the language again. I think that was the biggest problem. 
 
Ms. Viele- Yes, a property adjoining the park. The lawn mower really had nothing to do 
with the park. The man left it on his back porch (I believe it was) and it disappeared. 
The language, like I said, they are hoping if they put up signs saying it closes at 9:00 
maybe they could avoid some of that.  
 
Mr. Williams- okay 
 
Ms. Viele- We are hoping for some police drive throughs a little after 9. You know 
9:15/9:30 just to be sure people have left the park. 
 
Mr. Livingston- Bonnie, I have a question. Your theory on that is they think they are not 
going to swear…I am not being smart 
 
Ms. Viele- no 
 
Mr. Livingston- …until after 9.  
 
Ms. Viele- It is in the reports that the language and stuff happened after 9. 
 
Mr. Livingston- oh okay 
 
Ms. Viele- after dark! There is people over there after dark that don’t need to be there. I 
don’t think.

It was moved by Mr. Kyle with a second by Mr. Crowe to have the law director draw up 
the necessary legislation authorizing the Board of Control to enter into a contract with 
J.S. Bova Excavating LLC for the SR304 Waterline Replacement Project and declaring an 
emergency. The amount not to exceed $218, 060.00.There was no questions or 
comments on the motion.
